Santa cops are 
record breakers 


Big-hearted police inspire Londoners to donate an estimated 15,000 gifts for needy kids

MORE than 600 children in care 
in Westminster, and thousands 
more across the capital, will 
have presents on Christmas Day 
this year because of big-hearted 
Santa cops who inspired London¬ 
ers in record-breaking numbers 
to donate gifts for those who 
might otherwise have none in 
their stockings. 

Londonwide, the Met’s Christ¬ 
mas Tree Project has collected 


an all-time best of an estimated 
15,000 presents for children - 
plus donations of an unprece¬ 
dented £25,000 in cash. 

In Westminster alone, officers 
collected more than 1,000 pre¬ 
sents for children in care - help¬ 
ing to make Met chief Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe’s last 
Christmas Tree appeal the best 
one ever. 

Last year the appeal, first 
launched by Sir Bernard in 2012, 
drew donations from the public 
of 11,360 presents for children 


plus £9,000 in cash. But that has 
been dwarfed this year as Lon¬ 
doners’ kindness overflowed and 
people left presents in their thou¬ 
sands at collection points beside 
Christmas trees outside police 
stations in the city’s 32 bor¬ 
oughs, and gave more than two- 
and-a-half times as much money 
raised for Christmas 2015. 

In Westminster, the appeal has 
been supported by Westminster 
City Council, local businesses 
and residents. And so many pre¬ 
sents were donated at Westmin¬ 


ster’s appeal tree at Charing 
Cross station that officers had to 
hire a seven-and-a-half-tonne 
lorry to collect them all. 

Some 600 presents have been 
delivered to Westminster chil¬ 
dren’s services to distribute and, 
because of the number donated, 
gifts will also be going to child 
victims of crime and young peo¬ 
ple at local hostels.

Reminder on yellow 
lines’ enforcement 

RESIDENTS and visitors to Kensington 
and Chelsea are being reminded that 
yellow lines will be enforced through¬ 
out the Christmas and New Year pe¬ 
riod, except for Christmas Day and 
New Year's Day. 

On the bank holidays - Monday 
December 26, Tuesday December 27 
and Monday January 2 - people who 
park on single yellow lines are liable 
to receive a parking ticket during the 
hours of enforcement. However, on 
these days, and on Christmas Day and 
New Year's Day, pay-and-display bays 
are free and restrictions on resident 
parking bays will be lifted. 

Although general enforcement is 
not carried out on Christmas Day, ac¬ 
tion may be taken against vehicles 
that are parked dangerously or caus¬ 
ing an obstruction. 
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Dame Babs tells blind veterans they needn’t feel isolated 


DAME Barbara Windsor has 
made a personal appeal to Kens¬ 
ington’s blind veterans to get in 
touch with her support group 
so that they do not feel isolated. 

She made her appeal after 
sharing a Christmas lunch with 
78-year-old Garry Daintry, one 
of almost 40 blind veterans liv¬ 
ing in the royal borough. 

The Christmas lunch marked 
the publication of Blind Veter¬ 
ans UK’s first piece of research 
into veterans’ social isolation. 

“The survey conducted by 
the charity found that 61 per 
cent of older veterans said that 
they had become increasingly 
isolated following their diagno¬ 
sis of sight loss,” said a 
spokesman for the charity. 

“The findings overwhelm¬ 
ingly indicate the need for spe¬ 
cialist support for this group, 
who, in the charity’s experi¬ 
ence, take great pride in their 
independence and may be less 
likely to ask for help”. 

After receiving the charity’s 
support, 86 per cent of respon¬ 
dents said that it had helped 
them to feel less isolated. The 


charity estimates that there are 
at least 36 blind veterans who 
would be eligible to access its 
specialist support in Kensing¬ 
ton, most of whom are cur¬ 
rently not aware of it. 

Dame Barbara, a long-time 
supporter of Blind Veterans UK, 
said she gave her wholehearted 
support to the appeal. 

“I want to make sure that 
Blind Veterans UK are reaching 
as many veterans as possible. 
No-one who has served our 
country should have to battle 
sight loss alone, and no-one 
should feel isolated or lonely as 
a consequence of sight loss. 

“If you, or anyone you know, 
previously served in the Armed 
Forces or did national service 
and now suffers with severe 
sight loss, please encourage 
them to get in touch.” 

Mr Daintry, who attended the 
lunch with his wife May, joined 
the Irish Guards in January 
1957. He became a helicopter pi¬ 
lot and served in many loca¬ 
tions around the world includ¬ 
ing Cyprus, Germany, Aden, 
Singapore, Borneo, Malaysia 


and Hong Kong until his dis¬ 
charge in September 1971. He 
joined the Army Air Corps in 
1983 as a pilot until 1988. 

He said: “May and I very 
much enjoyed the very fine 
Christmas lunch put on by 
Blind Veterans UK. It was good 
to meet so many old friends and 
to meet new ones. Carry on 
Christmasing, as Barbara 
Windsor might say.” 

The Christmas lunch is one 
of many free social events and 
support services that Blind Vet¬ 
erans UK provides to ex-service 
personnel battling severe sight 
loss, and their families. The 
charity estimates that there are 
currently 59,000 blind veterans 
who would be eligible to access 
its specialist support, most of 
whom are not currently aware 
of it.

Councillor blasts 
housing association 
over OAPs’ eviction

KENSINGTON councillor Pat Mason has 
slammed a local housing association for 
leaving an elderly ex-serviceman and his 
sick wife homeless at Christmas. 

Winston Benn, 75, and his 69-year-old 
wife Denise have been evicted from their 
flat in Ladbroke Grove after falling into 
rent arrears at the home where they lived 
for 20 years. 

Now council-taxpayers of Kensington 
and Chelsea are set to foot the bill of the 
authority finding them emergency accom¬ 
modation. 

Mr Benn said he owes the Catalyst hous¬ 
ing association around £3,000 in rent but 
he is willing and able to clear the debt 
within five months. 

But Catalyst have refused his offer and 
is pressing ahead with the eviction of the 
former building surveyor who worked for 
the company when it was previously 
known as the Kensington Housing Trust. 

Mr Benn, who served in the RAF in 
Aden, Cyprus and Indonesia, is now look¬ 
ing for temporary accommodation for him 
and his wife, who suffers from depression. 

He explained that the problem began in 
the summer when he had to go abroad to 
deal with deaths in his family. 

His wife could not cope with an admin¬ 
istrative change in the rules affecting their 
housing benefit at that time and conse¬ 
quently the benefit stopped, causing the 
arrears. 

Upon Mr Benn’s return to the home at 
Bevington Road, the housing benefit was 
reinstated but the eviction was in process. 

“I can and will pay off all the arrears 
but Catalyst don’t want to know,” said Mr 
Benn. 

“There seems no reason or rationale to 
this. 

“I have housing benefit and two pen¬ 
sions which I can use to clear it all up. I 
just can’t understand why Catalyst won’t 
accept it, it’s crazy. 

“I worked for 51 years and never 
stopped. I was in the RAF, then I became 
a building surveyor and worked for the 


Kensington Housing Trust and Kensington 
Council. I am not the sort of person to 
abuse the system.” 

Cllr Mason said: “The Benns have an 
appeal hearing on January 3 and have of¬ 
fered to clear all the arrears and reinstate 
the standing orders - but Catalyst are re¬ 
fusing to agree. 

“Evicting pensioners from their flat and 
the area they’ve lived in for decades 
should be the very last option in these 
days of critical housing shortage that 
means deportation to ghastly temporary 
accommodation anywhere in England or 
the street. 

“Just because the Benns got into arrears 
once in 20 years, whatever the reason, 
should not be an excuse for Catalyst Hous¬ 
ing to dump them on the council’s 
doorstep, washing their hands like Pontius 
Pilate. 

“Catalyst say they believe in communi¬ 
ties, that they care about their tenants and 
want to help them stay in their homes. 

“Well, here’s their chance to prove it. 
Or are they going to eat their Christmas 
dinners knowing they’ve made two pen¬ 
sioners homeless?” 

Maria McCann, Catalyst’s director of 
customer services, said: “We do every¬ 
thing we can to avoid evicting people from 
their homes. 

“It is a last resort when people do not 
keep to the terms of their tenancy. 

“As in this case, the team work with 
tenants and refer them to agencies who 
offer support with benefits and debt coun¬ 
selling but we can only do this with the 
tenants’ agreement. 

“The date of the eviction is set by the 
courts and took place on November 10, so 
the tenancy is formally over. However, the 
tenants have made a re-entry application. 
It is not due to be considered in court until 
next year.” 

Mr and Mrs Benn are currently staying 
with friends but now face applying to the 
council for temporary accommodation. 

Mr Benn said: “I don’t know what we’re 
going to do now. But making my wife 
homeless isn’t going to make her depres¬ 
sion any better.”

Christmas Tree campaign but this 
year their generosity has been 
outstanding and the Met is 
delighted that the kindness will 
make a big difference so many 
children on Christmas Day.

But although the chief was 
hoping that donations this year 
would match last year's appeal, 
he and his deputies did not 
expect it to be such a Christmas 
cracker. 

"I have been delighted and 
somewhat overwhelmed by the 
response from the people and 
businesses of Westminster to this 
worthwhile cause,"said 
Westminster Borough 
Commander Peter Ayling. 

"I am proud that we have been 
able to facilitate this collection 
and as a result of everyone's 
generous contributions in excess 
of 600 presents will be delivered 
to children in care across 
Westminster. 

"I would like to say a huge 
thank you to everyone who has 
donated to our Christmas Tree 
project.The Christmas spirit is 
well and truly alive." 

Commander Ayling met Cllr 
Karen Scarborough, deputy 
cabinet member for children and 
young people, and handed over 
the gifts for distribution by the 
council's children's cervices. 

The efforts of the Santa officers 
to bring smiles to children for 
Christmas were praised by Cllr 
Scarborough. 

"The attention to detail that 
goes into selecting a gift for each 
child is amazing and I know that 
Westminster Children's Services 
appreciate the efforts of the 
police in delivering such 
thoughtful gifts each year." 
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Crimefighters on course 
for massive cash boost 


CRIMEFIGHTERS in Westminster stand set to get 
a large chunk of the extra £72 million that Sadiq 
Khan is to spend on making the city safer. 

The mayor is to make £18 million a year avail¬ 
able over the next four years for crime prevention 
across London, with the most money going to those 
of the 32 boroughs in most need. 

Although ranking crime by borough is difficult 
due to various factors including borough size and 
the number of residents, statistically Westminster 
should benefit the most from the new Crime Pre¬ 
vention Fund as it tops the crime league. 

According to the crime count compiled by the 
Met for last month, Westminster was far ahead of 
all other boroughs with 4,423 offences recorded, in¬ 
cluding 108 residential burglaries, 1,025 acts of vio¬ 
lence and 1,388 incidents of antisocial behaviour. 

The runner-up was Lambeth, with 2,750 crimes, 
and third was Newham with 2,746 crimes. 

The rest of the top 10 most criminalised bor¬ 
oughs, in order of most crimes, were Southwark, 
Tower Hamlets, Camden, Croydon, Hackney, 
Haringey and Islington. 

The Mayor’s Office said the new investment will 
help to deliver local services including support for 
victims of domestic and sexual violence, knife- 
crime prevention and rehabilitation of offenders 
within the community. 

“The new tranche of the London Crime Preven¬ 
tion Fund will be awarded according to the great¬ 
est need across London’s boroughs, with a new 
emphasis on ensuring every Londoner has the ac¬ 
cess to the services they need to help support them 
and keep them safe,” said the mayor’s spokesman. 



“This includes targeted support to address vio¬ 
lence against women and girls which specifically 
affects particular communities, focusing on tar¬ 
geted early intervention and awareness-raising. 

“Some funds will be redirected into a joint pot, 
to support services commissioned across boroughs. 

“Local authorities will be core partners in the 
development of this new funding pot, which ac¬ 
counts for 30 per cent of the LCPF budget from 
2018-19 onwards. All of the funding will be spent in 
local areas to further improve services.” 

Mr Khan said: “Keeping Londoners safe is my 
first priority, and providing boroughs with the 
funds they need to tackle and prevent crime is a 
vital part of this. 


“A more joined-up approach, and targeting 
money where it is most needed, will help us to sup¬ 
port those parts of the capital which are struggling, 
and provide much-needed services to all London¬ 
ers, including programmes to tackle serious youth 
violence and provide support to those who have 
suffered domestic abuse. 

“These are critical issues, and I will do every¬ 
thing in my power to confront them.” 

Sophie Linden, deputy mayor for policing and 
crime, said: “Some of the most serious and com¬ 
plex challenges we face in policing our capital can¬ 
not be solved by one borough alone. 

“This new approach to funding strikes a balance 
between maintaining crucial local programmes 
while supporting collaborative work between dif¬ 
ferent areas and organisations. 

“By working this way, we can deliver innovative 
services to Londoners in every corner of the capi¬ 
tal and really make a difference to crime levels in 
our city.” 

To ensure boroughs have time to prepare for 
the new funding model, no boroughs will see a 
drop in funding in the first year and 14 boroughs 
will see an increase. 

After the first year, funding will be awarded 
based entirely on the new needs-based measure¬ 
ment. 

To establish a more flexible, longer-term way of 
working, funds will now be distributed for two 
years at a time, enabling boroughs to plan their 
commissioning over more than one year. Of the 
two tranches, only the first has been allocated so 
far. 


■ NO room at the Holiday Inn? Kensington and Chelsea has run out of space for building any major new 
hotels, research has revealed. A report from real-estate group Colliers International claims that the royal 
borough has almost reached full capacity when it comes to hotel development - with only 30 new 
bedrooms expected to be built in the borough before 2019. 

Kensington and Chelsea has 14,702 hotel rooms in 183 hotels, and research shows that only an extra 
0.2 per cent hotel rooms will be developed in the borough in the next two years. The City of London has 
confirmed plans for more than 1,900 extra rooms, and Tower Hamlets wants 1,700 extra rooms.

Councillors demand 
probe over Cube fears 

WESTMINSTER Labour councillors are demanding that 
Sadiq Khan's aides investigate fears that building the 
Paddington Cube poses a threat to lives of patients at 
nearby St Mary's Hospital. 

The Labour group has written to the mayor of London's 
planning team to ask them to use their powers to ensure 
that work on the £775 million, 14-storey office block does 
not proceed without guarantees for the safety of patients. 

"We are concerned about the closure of London Street, 
which is the route used by emergency ambulances to 
approach St Mary's Hospital from the west," said Cllr Adam 
Hug and Cllr David Boothroyd in the letter to City Hall. 

"Since Central Middlesex and Hammersmith hospitals 
closed their A&E units in 2014, St Mary's has been serving a 
very large area of West London. It also includes a major 
trauma centre whose patients often need to have 
emergency operations. St Mary's does not have a helipad 
so the only practical access for emergency patients is by 
road. 

"Imperial College Healthcare NHSTrust, who run St 
Mary's, have made their extreme concern about the 
Paddington Cube project absolutely plain. 

"They go to the level of saying that'it potentially risks the 
long-term future of the hospital by impacting on its ability 
to maintain its major trauma-centre status because of the 
deterioration in access conditions that would arise as a 
result'. 

"While the trust is concerned with its status, the safety of 
individual patients is clearly endangered. The plans 
proposed a new road along the eastern edge of the site, 
but which would mean ambulances having to make two 
additional 90-degree turns to get to St Mary's. 

"At a late stage, the applicant undertook to fund a 
second road further east, using Winsland Street, which 
might avoid these turns and which St Mary's consider 
acceptable in principle. However, this road alignment goes 
through some of St Mary's operational buildings and its 
delivery is dependent on St Mary's own redevelopment 
plans. 

"Imperial College Healthcare NHS Trust said that it is 
inappropriate to rely on Winsland Street because the 
applicant is unable to control the delivery of this highway 
solution. In addition, the chronic congestion problem on 
Praed Street between London Street and Norfolk Place 
must be addressed including diversion of TfL buses. 

"There is a danger that Westminster City Council may be 
prepared to issue the permission on the basis of a legal 
agreement which merely allows the developer to fund the 
Winsland Street road and does not in fact require that the 
road is built and opened before London Street is closed. 

"Given the GLA's comment that further discussion and 
feedback was required on blue-light ambulance routes, can 
we ask that you ensure that this development is not 
allowed to proceed while significant safety concerns 
remain? We feel that unless safe and speedy emergency 
routes to St Mary's Hospital are ensured, the mayor must be 
ready to direct refusal of this application."

A S a regular stroller of the cor¬ 
ridors of Kensington Town 
Hall I can report that the an¬ 
nual festive transformation is 
well under way. It seems that 
there’s enough tinsel to 
stretch down to the Albert Bridge, herds of 
decorative reindeer surround Christmas 
trees and there are enough boxes of Roses 
and Quality Street on desks to make me se¬ 
riously worry about the blood sugar levels 
of the staff. 

Clearly many people are determined to 
get into the Christmas spirit, me included. 
But as municipal mince-pie consumption 
rockets I am all too aware that for some res¬ 
idents the festive season will be far from 
merry. 

There are many reasons why Christmas 
can be a trying and emotional time for some. 
Perhaps it will be a first Christmas without 
a loved family member or maybe as a result 
of getting older a person’s social circle has 
shrunk or maybe even disappeared. 

If you are concerned about someone who 
may be lonely over Christmas, take a look at 
the council’s People First website - 
rbkc. gov.uk/peoplefirstxmas. 

It has information on keeping in touch 
and staying well over Christmas, as well as 
lists of local organisations that offer oppor¬ 
tunities for residents to get out and about 
and meet people. There are suggestions for 
getting help with transport for those who 
find it difficult to get around. And it also 
suggests ways in which someone can stay in 
touch with others even if they struggle to 
leave their house. 

The webpage can also point people in the 
direction of specialist organisations that can 
offer emotional support. Some, like the 
Samaritans, are nationally well known and 
there are others, such as Third Age Coun¬ 
selling which specialises in tackling isola¬ 
tion through counselling. 

I know that right across the borough, 
churches and community groups will be 
doing their bit to reach out to the lonely. 
This is certainly what’s happening at the St 
Cuthbert’s Centre in Earl’s Court. All year 
round it aims to reduce social isolation in 
the area for older people, those who live 
alone, those who are at risk or find them¬ 
selves homeless. 

Based in Philbeach Hall on Philbeach 
Gardens, the centre has an open door, drop- 
in policy for everyone in the area, offering 
practical help in an informal, safe setting. It 
provides inexpensive breakfasts and 
lunches, laundry, showers, clothes, access to 
computers and advice and information. 
Drop-ins are from Monday to Friday from 
10.30am to 3.30pm. 

The centre really goes the extra mile on 
Christmas Day, providing a free dinner for 
homeless people and those alone on the day. 
If you or anyone you know would be inter¬ 
ested in attending, the doors open at 12.30pm 
and lunch is served at 1pm. 

The council’s City Living, Local Life ini¬ 
tiative has helped fund a number of projects 
in the run-up to Christmas, designed to pro¬ 
vide support for isolated people - a Christ¬ 
mas lunch club at St George’s Church on 
Campden Hill, Christmas dinners in shel¬ 
tered-housing schemes and a festive event at 
the Venture Centre in North Kensington for 
families where a parent or carer is experi¬ 
encing mental-health problems. 

If we all make the effort to try to help 
someone less fortunate, whether it’s by vol¬ 
unteering or donating to those who work 
with people who need support, we will prob¬ 
ably enjoy our Christmas pudding a little bit 
more. On that note I’m going to see if I can 
pull rank and raid the Press office Quality 
Street tin - knowing that lot I bet there are 
only strawberry ones left. But before I do 
that I’d like to wish all residents a very 
merry Christmas and a happy New Year.

Drones set to conduct council-housing survey 


DRONES could soon be used to 
survey council houses as part of 
a plan to cut down on the 
amount of scaffolding that goes 
up around Hammersmith and 
Fulham. 

Town-hall bosses are consid¬ 
ering the high-tech solution 
after receiving more than 100 
complaints about scaffolding 
last year. 

Between September 2015 
and August 2016, there were 
616 council-housing mainte¬ 
nance projects where scaffold¬ 


ing was used - an increase of 
more than 25 per cent on the 
year before. 

Now council officers and their 
private-sector contractors Mitie 
are reviewing their procedures 
in a bid to reduce problems 
caused by nuisance scaffolding. 

The use of drones to scout 
out maintenance issues could 
save thousands of pounds on 
expensive construction costs, 
according to a council report. 

Officers are also considering 
the use of suspended cradles 


and cherry-picker lifts as an al¬ 
ternative to scaffolding. The re¬ 
port, which was presented to 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
council's housing scrutiny com¬ 
mittee last week, said: "We 
know there have been exam¬ 
ples in the past year where scaf¬ 
folding use could have been 
managed better. 

"As part of our drive to im¬ 
prove, the council is working 
with Mitie to look at ways to 
minimise use and improve com¬ 
munication."

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Murdered cop’s 
family hope killer 
dies behind bars 


THE heartbroken family of murdered police 
officer Gordon Semple have said they hope 
his killer dies in jail. 

Stefano Brizzi, 50, was ordered to serve a 
minimum of 24 years in prison for the grue¬ 
some murder of Mr Semple before trying to 
dissolve his body in acid. 

The Breaking Bad-inspired crystal meth 
addict even attempted to cook and eat the 
flesh of the Mr Semple, 59, in his London flat. 

Brizzi claimed that Satan had ordered him 
to do so. 

But the victim’s brother Ronnie Semple, a 
taxi driver, said he hopes that Brizzi never 
walks free from jail. 

Ronnie said: “It’s what I expected - I ex¬ 
pected life. A minimum 24 years without pa¬ 
role - that helps as well. 

“Hopefully he won’t see the light of day 
again. 

“We’re just glad it’s all over. It’s time for 
my son and daughter and grandkids to try to 
enjoy Christmas.” 

And Ronnie insisted that he would never 
be able to consider forgiving Brizzi for what 
he did to his brother. 

Ronnie said: “That’s a big no. That’s a def¬ 
inite no. 

“It’s not as though it’s an accident, knock¬ 
ing someone down with a car. Then maybe 
you could forgive. 

“We’re very happy that the judge took the 
decision that he did and we’re full of praise 
for the Metropolitan Police. 

“Obviously Gordon was doing something 
he shouldn’t have been doing but he was one 
of theirs (a police officer) and they were de¬ 
termined to get the guy for murder.” 

Ronnie believes that Brizzi was already on 
the path towards murdering someone and 
that his brother was unfortunate to be his vic¬ 
tim. 

He said: “If it wasn’t Gordon, it would have 
been someone else.” 

Gordon Semple joined the Met in 1983 and 
eventually worked at the antisocial be¬ 
haviour unit at Westminster Council. He ar¬ 


ranged to meet Brizzi through gay dating app 
Grinder and went to his flat for a sex session 
on April 1 

The killer claimed that Mr Semple died 
when a dog leash he had been wearing as part 
of a sex game slipped. 

But a pathologist said that strangulation 
may have been the cause of death, it would 
have taken minutes for Mr Semple to die. 

Brizzi was later seen on a DIY store’s 
CCTV buying buckets, a perforated metal 
sheet and cleaning products. 

Inspired by a scene in the first series of 
popular television show Breaking Bad, Brizzi 
dismembered Mr Semple’s body. 

He burned some of Mr Semple’s flesh in the 
oven while mixing some with acid in his 
bath. 

Mr Semple was reported missing by long¬ 
term partner Gary Meeks when he failed to 
return to their home in Dartford. 

Neighbours of Brizzi called police after 
they complained about the stench coming 
from his flat. 

Officers discovered a gruesome scene of 
flesh floating in the bath, bags containing 
bones and pools of human fat in the oven. 

Brizzi later admitted killing and trying to 
dissolve the body of Mr Semple, claiming 
“Satan told me to”. 

At a trial last month, the former Morgan 
Stanley IT developer was found guilty of mur¬ 
der. 

At the Old Bailey last week, Judge Nicholas 
Hilliard sentenced Brizzi to life imprison¬ 
ment with a minimum of 24 years. 

The judge said: “No sentence I can pass can 
undo what you’ve done. 

“I have no doubt that there came a time 
when you went beyond what was agreed and 
you decided to cause him really serious 
harm. 

“Your attempts to conceal what happened 
and dismembering and destroying his body 
are terrible features of the case.” 

The judge commended the police officers 
who attended the grisly scene.

“It is already against the 
law for landlords to let out 
their homes on short-term 
lets for more than 90 days 
without planning 
permission,” said a council 
spokesman.

Cllr Tim Coleridge, 
cabinet member for 
planning policy, said: “I am 
very pleased that Airbnb 
has agreed to put measures 
in place that will 
automatically limit the 
listing of whole flats and 
houses in Greater London 
to 90 nights a year. 

“It was our belief that 
allowing rentals of more 
than 90 days was 
exacerbating London’s 
housing crisis due to large 
numbers of properties 
effectively being removed 
from the longer-term rental 
market.” 


For sale - 
Boris’ illegal 
water cannons 

LONDON mayor Sadiq Khan 
has the ideal Christmas present 
going cheap for foreign leaders 
facing a problem with riots - 
three third-hand water 
cannons complete with music 
while you squirt. 

Because they are illegal to 
use in Britain, the mayor is 
flogging predecessor Boris 
Johnson's redundant cannons 
to raise cash to tackle gang 
crime. 

Mr Khan revealed that 
purchasing and kitting out the 
cannons had cost the taxpayer 
more than £320,000 - 
including £970 on fitting CD 
players. 

The cannons were bought 
second hand by Mr Johnson 
from the German Federal Police 
in June 2014, despite the fact 
that they cannot be used 
legally in the UK - and they 
have sat in storage for two 
years. 

But Mr Khan claimed that 
selling the cannon will save 
almost £175,000 over the next 
eight years. 

The mayor said:"It beggars 
belief that such a huge amount 
of taxpayers'money has been 
wasted on paying to store 
these redundant machines. 

"We've been left in this 
position by the previous mayor 
who rashly purchased them 
before he even had permission 
to use them, and now it's my 
job to claw back as much of 
London taxpayers'money as I 
can. 

"I have spent a significant 
amount of time looking into 
how I can do this, and have 
been left with no choice but to 
sell these machines through a 
process that charges a fee. 

"By working with 
communities and returning to 
real neighbourhood policing, 
we can do far more for the 
safety of our city rather than 
relying on obsolete and illegal 
water cannon. 

"They do not belong on the 
streets of London, and by 
selling them we're able to put 
money back into helping 
young people affected by gang 
crime and keeping Londoners 
safe." 

The cannons cost more than 
£320,000, including £32,000 on 
Low Emission Zone 
compliance, almost £20,000 on 
repainting and CCTV and 
£5,000 on repairs due to 
corrosion. 

In July 2015, the then-Home 
Secretary Theresa May refused 
permission for the cannons' use 
on the capital's streets. 

She told MPs that evaluation 
and testing had shown the 
cannon could cause serious 
injuries, including spinal 
fractures, and raised doubts 
over their usefulness in fast- 
moving riots. 

The machines have a 
lifespan of 10 years, and figures 
released by the mayor revealed 
that around £21,000 per year 
has been spent maintaining 
them. 

The cannons are now for sale 
via the Ministry of Defence, 
and will be sold to a European 
policing or civil protection 
organisation - according to 
conditions set by the German 
Federal Police. 

The money left after selling 
fees, alongside saved 
maintenance costs - estimated 
to be around £175,000 - will be 
channelled back into 
communities and youth 
projects to tackle crime.

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AC/DC ‘a touch too 
much’ for men’s 
concentration levels 


MEN who want to win at Monopoly and 
other board games this Christmas should 
turn the rock music down or risk getting 
beaten by women players, according to new 
research by two Kensington colleges. 

Mozart may enhance a man’s performance 
in board games but AC/DC will hinder their 
chances, say researchers from Imperial Col¬ 
lege London and the Royal College of Music, 
who found that classical music may be the 
best option for men when concentrating on a 
task. Music was found to have no effect on 
women’s performance but it can distract the 
blokes. 

In the research, the team asked 352 visi¬ 
tors at the Imperial Festival - an annual cele¬ 
bration of the science that takes place at 
Imperial - to play the game Operation. 

This game involves removing various 
body parts from a pretend patient - Cavity 
Sam - whose nose flashes and buzzes if your 
tweezers touch the metal sides of the body. 

Researchers gave the volunteers head¬ 
phones that played one of three tracks - An¬ 
dante from Sonata for Two Pianos by Mozart, 
Thunderstruck by AC/DC or the sound of an 
operating theatre. 

The team then timed them how long it 
took the participants to remove three body 
parts, as well as tracking their mistakes. 

The results revealed that men who lis¬ 
tened to AC/DC were slower and made more 
mistakes, compared to men who listened to 
Mozart or the sound of an operating theatre. 
Thunderstruck triggered around 36 mistakes 
on average, while the sonata and operating- 
theatre noises caused 28. 

Women, however, did not seem to be dis¬ 
tracted by the rock music, and none of the 
three tracks made any difference to perfor¬ 
mance or speed. 

Generally, women took longer to remove 
the body parts, but made fewer mistakes. 

The researchers are unsure why rock 
music affected men more than women. One 


explanation, they said, could be that rock 
music causes more auditory stress - a state 
triggered by loud or discordant music - in 
men. 

The scientists also asked people about 
their musical tastes, and found that Mozart 
only reduced the number of mistakes people 
made if they reported high levels of apprecia¬ 
tion for the sonata they listened to. 

The team, who are from the Centre for Per¬ 
formance Science, a collaboration between 
Imperial and the Royal College of Music, say 
the study is part of wider research into how 
music affects performance. 

Dr Daisy Fancourt, lead author of the re¬ 
search from the Centre for Performance Sci¬ 
ence, said: “Although this study is clearly 
tongue-in-cheek, and was all performed in 
our spare time, it is part of our wider re¬ 
search into the effect of music on perfor¬ 
mance - particularly in a medical setting 
such as an operating theatre.” 

She explained that music is reportedly 
played up to 72 per cent of the time in an op¬ 
erating theatre. However, experts are di¬ 
vided on whether it has a beneficial effect. 

Some research, for instance, has found 
that Jamaican music and hip-hop increases 
operating speed and surgical-instrument ma¬ 
nipulation. 

But another study reported that one in 
four anaesthetists, who are responsible for 
keeping patients sedated, said music reduced 
their vigilance. 

The team also investigate how music can 
affect performance in other fields. 

“One of our areas of research is how we 
can boost performance in many different set¬ 
tings - from rowing in the Olympics, to a 
musical performance or delivering an impor¬ 
tant speech. This study suggests that for men 
who are operating or playing a board game, 
rock music may be a bad idea,” said Dr Fan- 
court, who is also a research fellow at the De¬ 
partment of Surgery and Cancer at Imperial.

WESTMINSTER City Council has launched a crack¬ 
down on estate agents, with new rules to make it 
harder for them to set up shop. The move follows a 
surge in the number of estate agents in the borough, 
which now has more than 200. 

"From January, new planning rules will ensure 
that all conversions of shops to services such as es¬ 
tate agents, employment agencies and bureaux de 
change in Westminster's high streets require plan¬ 
ning permission,"said a council spokesman. 

"The measures follow a 27 per cent increase in 
the number of estate agents in Westminster last year 
- the largest seen anywhere in London. The sudden 
influx has changed the character of several areas, 
reducing variety in the city's shopping districts which 
make these areas less attractive for shoppers." 

The Article 4 Direction will allow the council to 
limit particular industries from dominating retail 
space, ensuring that the city's shopping districts 
continue to serve their community with a wide range 
of businesses and retailers. 

Westminster currently has around 230 estate 
agents. This year the online estate agent 
HouseSimple.com carried out the research that 
found there were some 2,900 estate agents in the 
capital, outnumbering the total of independent 
butchers, greengrocers and fishmongers. 

Cllr Robert Davis, Westminster City Council deputy 
leader and cabinet member for the built environ¬ 
ment, said:"ln the last year, we have seen an increase 
in the number of estate agents in Westminster that 
has put the character of some centres at risk. These 
measures will protect variety on our high streets 
and improve everyone's shopping experience. 

"This is not a blanket restriction. Some financial 
services, like local bank branches, which provide 
valuable local services will be encouraged - but if 
we do not act now, our high streets are under threat 
of being overrun. The action we are taking will help 
us strike the right balance so that Londoners con¬ 
tinue to have a range of shops and services on their 
doorstep."

POLICE chiefs have offered to pay out £30,000 
in reward money for vital evidence that could 
help catch the killer who stabbed a Westmin¬ 
ster police officer to death - 25 years on from 
the brutal murder. 

Met Commissioner Sir Bernard Hogan- 
Howe has issued a fresh appeal for informa¬ 
tion that could solve the mystery behind De¬ 
tective Constable Jim Morrison’s death. 

The 26-year-old officer was knifed in Covent 
Garden as he tried to arrest a man he sus¬ 
pected of stealing a bag. 

But despite extensive inquiries and several 
arrests, his killer has never been brought to 
justice. 

On the 25th anniversary of DC Morrison’s 
death, Scotland Yard has raised the reward 
sum from £20,000 to £30,000. 

Met chiefs say they will pay out for any in¬ 
formation that leads to the identification, ar¬ 
rest and prosecution of the officer’s killer. 

Sir Bernard said the force owe DC Morri¬ 
son’s family answers about his death. 

“Jim Morrison was a talented and dedi¬ 
cated officer who lived and worked in the bor¬ 
ough of Westminster,” said Sir Bernard. 

“We have heard that Jim was inspirational, 
that he had an insatiable appetite for his po¬ 
lice work and that his dedication to the job 
was second to none.” 

Sir Bernard said he believes there are still 
people holding vital information about the 
case. 

Appealing directly to witnesses, he said: “I 
ask people to think back to December 1991 
Were you in the Covent Garden/Aldwych area 
on the night of DC Morrison’s murder (De¬ 
cember 13)? 

“Do you have information that could help 
solve this crime? 

“Let’s help the family and his former col¬ 
leagues get the answers that they need.” 

On the night of his death DC Morrison was 
off duty and had visited the Nell Gwynne pub 
at Bull Inn Court. 

He was later spotted struggling with a bag-

snatcher outside the Transport Museum at 
around 10pm. 

The plain-clothes officer then chased the 
man on foot before he was stabbed to death 
in Montreal Place, Covent Garden. 

The suspect was described as of “Algerian 
or North African origin”, aged in his late 20s 
and around 5ft lOin tall. 

Officers believe the North African commu¬ 
nity in London can help solve the case and 
targeted the group with a video appeal in 2011 

They also prepared posters and flyers 
printed in English and Arabic, and visited 
worshippers at mosques to appeal for help. 

Further leads have been pursued in Ger¬ 
many, Belgium, Canada and France - but po¬ 
lice are yet to make a breakthrough in the 
case. 

Detective Inspector Will Reynolds, the se¬ 
nior investigating officer on the case, said: “I 
still think that the key to identifying his killer 
will be through continued help and informa¬ 
tion from the community, particularly the 
North African community, living and work¬ 
ing in London’s West End in 199L

WHAT has been an incredible year 
is drawing to a close. 2016 will go 
down as the year when the 
experts - the media, the bookies, 
the pollsters and the pundits - all 
got it wrong on a global scale. 

Brexit and Trump are prime 
examples. Throw in Leicester City 
and 2016 was beyond doubt the 
year of shocks and sensations. 

We have see disruption of the old 
order, a challenge to those who 
think only they have a right to lead. 
In the two votes, we have seen an 
entire political class and sections of 
the media fail to recognise what 
was happening among ordinary 
voters outside their insulated, 
cosmopolitan worlds. 

In addition we have seen 
migration on a Biblical scale, in part 
driven by the horrors of a bloody, 
complex and intractable civil war in 
Syria. That too has caught out the 
experts and left the EU in particular 
floundering for an answer. 

Some Syrian refugees have 
found a home here in London and 
they will be welcome in a city that 
welcomes strangers and cares for 
the afflicted. In addition, the British 
government has given over a 
billion pounds to help people 
nearer their home countries. 

It is right that we should do what 
we can to help genuine refugees in 
their time of crisis, while being 
vigilant against those who - while 
not fleeing war or persecution - 
understandably seek a better life in 
our countries but try to jump the 
queue over others who have 
applied through legal migration 
channels. 

As this year of tumult closes, you 
will hear many predictions of what 
2017 will bring. 

It looks unlikely that Leicester 
City will win the Premier League. 

Looking across the Atlantic, we 
must hope that Donald Trump will 
continue to disown some of the 
rhetoric he used during his 
presidential election campaign and 
build bridges with those who did 
not support him. 

We await the triggering of Article 
50 as the British government 
begins negotiations to respect the 
result of the referendum to leave 
the EU. 

Predictions vary hugely.They 
range from plain sailing and a 
highly advantageous settlement 
with Brussels, through to 
predictions of not much changing 
right through to tales of 
catastrophe, collapse, humiliation 
and the end of civilisation as we 
know it. 

Most of the people I talk to in 
London - whichever way they 
voted - accept the result of the 
referendum and want a successful 
Brexit. I am confident that both 
London and the country can look 
forward to more prosperous times. 

As the world's fifth-largest 
economy, the third-largest trading 
partner of Germany and the 
second-biggest investor in the USA, 
with the fourth-largest defence 
capability, we will be free to make 
our own laws and negotiate the 
terms of our own trade deals. We 
will be able to create a fairer 
immigration system which no 
longer discriminates against non- 
EU citizens. 

The final deal will probably not 
be achieved until 2018 or 2019, so 
the UK will remain an EU member 
throughout 2017. As long as the UK 
remains in the EU, I am sure that 
MEPs of all parties will continue to 
stand up for London and the 
United Kingdom - and do all we 
can to achieve a new relationship 
that enables the UK and the EU to 
thrive and be good neighbours. 

In the meantime, as we prepare 
to celebrate Christmas and the New 
Year with family and friends, let us 
be grateful for what we have and 
think of our neighbours and others 
who may be alone or not so 
fortunate. 
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Brexit makes best joke 


£lm boiler replacement scheme will 
give 500 Londoners warmer winter 


FIVE hundred Londoners face a warmer win¬ 
ter thanks to a £1 million boiler replacement 
scheme launched by the mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan. 

The mayor has announced plans to help 
Londoners struggling to afford to heat their 
homes with a fund to replace or repair ineffi¬ 
cient or broken boilers. 

The new fund - called Better Boilers - is 
the first pan-London scheme of its kind to 
help some of the 11 million people living in 
fuel poverty in the capital. 

“This pilot scheme will help up to 500 fuel- 
poor home-owners in London to keep warm 
this winter by replacing or replacing ineffi¬ 
cient or broken boilers with A-rated ultra- 
low-emission appliances, and will reduce an¬ 
nual energy bills by an average of around £150 
per household,” said the mayor’s spokesman. 

“It will also reduce cold-related ill health 
and winter deaths, lower NOx emissions to 
help improve air quality, save up to 310 tonnes 
of carbon emissions a year, contributing to 
the mayor’s aim for London to be a zero-car¬ 
bon city by 2050 and will reduce the risk of 
carbon-monoxide poisoning.” 

Fuel poverty is a large and growing prob¬ 
lem in the capital. The number of households 
unable to afford to heat their homes increased 


A CLOSE friend of rock star Pete Doherty was 
unlawfully killed by a junkie who injected him 
with a fatal dose of heroin, an inquest heard. 

Guitarist Alan Wass, 33, was filmed strug¬ 
gling for life in the moments after Norman 
Campbell administered a lethal dose of the 
class-A drug at his West London flat in April 
last year. 

Mr Wass, who played with Doherty’s band 
The Libertines, slipped into a coma and died 
at St Mary’s Hospital 11 days later, surrounded 
by his family. 

Campbell, who has already been arrested 
once by police, now faces being re-arrested after 
the coroner ruled he was responsible for the 
manslaughter of Mr Wass. 

The inquest - the third to be held into the 
death - heard that Campbell had bumped into 
Mr Wass and friends Martin Dillon and Marcel 
Donald, and they all returned to Mr Wass’ Not- 
ting Hill flat to take drugs. 

Campbell denied injecting Mr Wass, who had 
lost the use of one arm after a fall, saying he 
believed Mr Wass had injected himself. 

But senior Westminster coroner Dr Fiona 
Wilcox recorded a conclusion of unlawful 
killing, saying: “The logical inference I make 
on the findings is that Alan could not have in¬ 
jected his arm in this way. 

“Somebody else had to have done it. It was 
not Martin. It was not Marcel. I find that it was 
Norman.” 

Campbell, who had earlier been called to give 
evidence, groaned in the public gallery. 

Dr Wilcox said: “The proper conclusion for 
me to record is unlawful killing, on the basis 
of an unlawful and dangerous act of manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

“This is no a conclusion any coroner comes 
to lightly. But in my view, this is the only con¬ 
clusion this court can record. 

“Alan Wass was a young man, only 33 years 
old. He had a five-year history of treatment by 
a GP regarding his dependency on alcohol.” 

She conceded that she could not be sure how 
Mr Wass, Mr Dillon, Mr Campbell and Mr Don¬ 
ald ended up in the same flat, but said there 
was extensive drug use. 

Dr Wilcox said: “What happened in that flat 



by 26 per cent between 2012 and 2014 to more 
than 348,000 homes. 

The mayor has committed to producing a 
fuel poverty action plan and to reducing bills 
through Energy for Londoners, his pro¬

She called Mr Wass a naive drug-user and 
said that not only would he not have known 
how to prepare heroin for injection, but that 
his injuries made it impossible. 

She previously told Campbell: “The truth is 
that you made up the heroin, that you injected 
Alan, and left when he collapsed. That’s why 
you left the scene and that’s why you were an¬ 
gry with Marcel - that’s why you left so quickly, 
isn’t it?” 

Earlier, Mr Wass’ mother Angela pleaded 
with Campbell to admit what he had done. 

She said: “Please could you help us to un¬ 
derstand why he invited people to his home 
and lost his life? We need to know what hap¬ 
pened and you can tell us. Can you please tell 
us? 

“You are the only one that could help us to 
understand how he died.” 

The inquest concluded that Mr Wass died of 
heroin, dihydrocodeine, diazepam and alcohol 
misuse. 

At the end of the hearing, Campbell was ush¬ 
ered from the court by a police officer. 


people being able to heat their homes and live 
in comfort, as well as breathe cleaner air. This 
scheme is another step towards achieving 
that.” 

Jenny Saunders, chief executive of charity 
National Energy Action, welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement. 

She said: “In the absence of central-govern¬ 
ment funding to help people living in fuel 
poverty to repair or replace their heating sys¬ 
tems, the mayor of London has stepped in. I 
applaud his initiative which provides finan¬ 
cial and professional support to Londoners 
who are struggling to keep their homes 
warm.” 

Paul Goulden, chief executive of Age UK 
London, said: “It’s a tragedy that the last con¬ 
firmed figures showed there were 4,040 excess 
winter deaths in London in 2014-15, almost all 
of them older people. 

“Replacing broken and inefficient boilers 
is one way of helping to reduce this figure, 
and this scheme will help those who wouldn’t 
be able to afford to do so otherwise. 

“We’re glad the mayor is tackling this issue 
and hope the pilot scheme will succeed and 
be extended so no older Londoner ever has to 
make the choice between heating and eating 
again.”

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Prince set to clash 
with star over wool 



P RINCE Charles could 
face a fall-out with ani¬ 
mal-rights activists over 
his campaign to boost 
the wool industry and 
another brush over his 
endorsement of a new official High- 
grove shaving aid. 

The Prince of Wales has long lob¬ 
bied for the benefits of wool over syn¬ 
thetic materials and he recently 
revived the campaign at a conference 
of wool-industry chiefs in Dumfries. 

The prince told the business lead¬ 
ers: “The Campaign for Wool started 
eight years ago when a few of us de¬ 
cided to see what could be done to re¬ 
verse the decline in the wool 
industry. We wanted to ensure a sus¬ 
tainable supply of wool from across 
the Commonwealth and beyond. And 
to do that we knew we would have to 
raise awareness among consumers 
about the unique benefits offered by 
wool and draw attention to the eco¬ 
logical advantages it delivers. 

“Apart from anything else, raising 
awareness about wool’s remarkable 
natural fire-retardant properties 
seemed to me essential in an age 
dominated by health-and-safety con¬ 
cerns and the known dangers within 
interiors of houses of highly in¬ 
flammable, synthetic furnishings, 
carpets and clothing. 

“I can only say that I’d love to see 
many hundreds of growers, brokers, 
spinners, designers, fashion houses, 
manufacturers, retailers and others 
all following your lead. In so doing I 
believe they will position themselves 
as good citizens of the wool business, 
with what I hope will quickly become 


a public and well-recognised seal of 
approval. 

“As someone who minds deeply 
about the prospects for farmers and 
rural livelihoods and worries about 
the desperate environmental conse¬ 
quences for our children and grand¬ 
children of relying on products made 
from fossil fuels, this is a cause that 
means a lot to me. 

“So, I have just agreed to continue 
as patron of the Campaign for Wool 
for a further five years and I am very 
proud indeed to endorse the Dum¬ 
fries House Wool Declaration. 

“With your help, I am going to do 
everything I can to build on the suc¬ 
cess we have achieved, thus ensuring 
that wool receives proper recognition 
for all its wonderful, natural at¬ 
tributes.” 

However, doing everything that he 
can to promote the natural fibre 
could lead to a clash with movie and 
pop stars who support People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals. 

Although PETA has long champi¬ 
oned Charles for his stand against 
serving cruelly produced foie gras at 
royal functions, its heralding of the 
prince could end as the group is lob¬ 
bying hard against the wool trade, 
with the support of artists including 
Hollywood actress Alicia Silverstone. 

PETA said: “Sheep are gentle indi¬ 
viduals who, like all animals, feel 
pain, fear and loneliness. 

“But because there’s a market for 
their fleece and skins, they’re treated 
as nothing more than wool-producing 
machines. 

“If they were left alone and not ge¬ 
netically manipulated, sheep would 


grow just enough wool to protect 
themselves from temperature ex¬ 
tremes. The fleece provides them 
with effective insulation against both 
cold and heat. 

“Shearers are usually paid by vol¬ 
ume, not by the hour, which encour¬ 
ages fast work without any regard for 
the welfare of the sheep. 

“This hasty and careless shearing 
leads to frequent injuries, and work¬ 
ers use a needle and thread to sew the 
worst wounds shut - without any 
pain relief. Strips of skin - and even 
teats, tails and ears - are often cut or 
ripped off during shearing.” 

Ms Silverstone is so adamant that 
we should “wear vegan” that she has 
posed nude for the PETA campaign 
with the slogan “I’d rather go naked 
than wear wool”. 

Goodness know, then, what she 
and PETA may say about the latest 
item on sale at the gift shop of the 
Prince of Wales’ family residence, the 
Highgrove Signature Shaving Brush. 
Selling for £45, the gentlemen’s shav¬ 
ing aid is billed “a medium-sized, bad¬ 
ger bristle brush, ideal for use on 
coarse, stiff hair, helping to create a 
long-lasting shave”. 

The prince has long argued the 
case for the culling of badgers,be¬ 
lieved by many to spread TB to cattle. 
As long ago as 2005 he was writing to 
the Blair government about the con¬ 
troversial matter, stating: “I do urge 
you to look again at introducing a 
proper cull of badgers where it is nec¬ 
essary” and “I, for one, cannot under¬ 
stand how the badger lobby seem to 
mind not at all about the slaughter of 
thousands of expensive cattle, and 


yet object to a managed cull of an 
over-population of badgers - to me, 
this is intellectually dishonest.” 

PETA, which advocates cruelty- 
free shaving with synthetic-hair 
brushes is, of course, vehemently 
against any badger cull, saying: 
“Massacring wildlife in this way is 
wrong on every level. 

“It’s inhumane - according to the 
government’s own report, hundreds 
of badgers who’ve been killed so far 
took more than five minutes to die. 


“It’s expensive - last year’s 
killings cost taxpayers a staggering 
£1,212 per badger killed and the next 
round of culling will incur estimated 
costs of £33.6 million. 

“And it’s ineffective as there’s no 
sound scientific evidence that killing 
badgers prevents the spread of TB.” 

Best then not mention to PETA the 
probably prickly matter of the Royal 
Family’s traditional Boxing Day 
pheasant shoot at Sandringham.

BBC drama depicts duchess 


as ‘vile and nasty’ schemer 


THE BBC’s relationship with 
the Royal Family faces taking 
a dent next year when the 
broadcaster “proudly” airs its 
new drama in which Prince 
Charles is depicted as some¬ 
what nuts and the Duchess of 
Cambridge is played as a 
swearing, “vile and nasty” 
schemer plotting to grab the 
power behind the throne. 

The BBC has announced it¬ 
self to be hugely fizzing that 
it is to bring the acclaimed 
and award-winning play King 
Charles III to the screen. 

Its creator, Mike Bartlett, 
said recently: “I couldn’t be 
more excited that King 
Charles III is now fully, bril¬ 
liantly cast. We have an ex¬ 
ceptional team, both in front 
of and behind the camera, 
and I’m looking forward to 
bringing this very contempo¬ 
rary royal tragedy to a na¬ 
tional television audience.” 

Actor Charlotte Riley, who 
plays the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “I’m really ex¬ 
cited to come on board King 
Charles III. It’s a unique pro¬ 
ject to be both modern and 
rich in verse, and to play 
someone who is real but yet 
totally reimagined for this 
story is an exciting prospect 
for an actor. 

“Kate Middleton is a really 
interesting woman, particu¬ 
larly within the context of 
this play, and it is a challenge 


I am really looking forward 
to.” 

But whether the duchess is 
so knocked out with delight 
about it is another matter. 

For although the drama is fic¬ 
tion, Kate is portrayed in 
such unflattering light that 
pundits wondered if she could 
sue. 

The plot centres of dissent 
within the Royal Family at 
some time in the future. 

Charles and his family 
gather following the funeral 
of the Queen. 

He then holds his first 
weekly audience with the 
Prime Minister, to discuss a 
new Bill for statutory regula¬ 
tion of the Press. 

Charles expresses doubts 
that the law restricts freedom 
of the Press too much, and 
would allow governments to 
censor the news. 

He asks the PM for alter¬ 
ations to the Bill - but the PM 
refuses. 

The two men row as the 
leader of the opposition ar¬ 
rives for a weekly meeting 
with Charles, an innovation 
the new king has introduced. 

The leader of the opposition 
expresses his own doubts on 
the Bill but he sees little al¬ 
ternative but for Charles to 
sign. 

Meanwhile, Prince Harry 
has begun a relationship with 
Jess Edwards, a scuzzy repub¬

lican, and both Charles and 
Prince William have seen the 
ghost of Princess Diana, who 
promises each of them that he 
will become the greatest king 
of all. 

The next day, Charles’ but¬ 
ler hand delivers the Bill to 
10 Downing Street, with “As¬ 
sent Reserved” written in 
place of Charles' signature. 

The Prime Minister then 
threatens to pass a new law 
bypassing the royal assent 
and then pass the Press law - 
but Charles then dissolves 
Parliament before the PM can 
bring either of these plans 
into effect. 

Protests begin across the 
country and civil war threat¬ 
ens. 

Charles increases the Army 
guard at Buckingham Palace, 
offers his protection to Jess, 
whom the media have made 
the centre of a sex scandal, 
and agrees to Harry’s wish to 
become a commoner. 


The Duchess of Cambridge 
plans a solution, which turns 
out to be William publicly of¬ 
fering himself as a mediator 
between Parliament and his 
father. 

He announces this at a 
Press conference without his 
father’s knowledge and con¬ 
sent. 

Seeing this as a betrayal, 
Charles reacts angrily but ul¬ 
timately finds himself forced 
to abdicate in favour of 
William. 

Although that is the gist, 
the detail is set to raise a few 
eyebrows. 

The play certainly did 
when it opened in Islington a 
couple of years back and the 
Daily Mail’s theatre critic 
noted: “This Kate is a 
schemer, poisonously ambi¬ 
tious, and she forces her fa- 
ther-in-law Charles to 
abdicate in the first days of 
his reign.” 

Quentin Letts continued: 


“Before long she is using the 
F-word and making secret 
contact with the Labour 
Prime Minister. 

“By the end, Kate is 
snarlingly ‘vile and nasty’ - 
as nakedly greedy for royal 
power as one of King Lear’s 
bad daughters. 

“Traditionally, royals don’t 
sue - but if a theatre tried to 
portray any other living per¬ 
son in such a light, it might 
well find itself on the sharp 
end of a defamation action.” 

Traditionally, the royals 
don’t issue statements rebut¬ 
ting media coverage either. 

But as we’ve seen rather a 
lot of that practice recently, 
with princes Harry, William 
and Andrew each publishing 
stern corrections from the 
palaces, perhaps the BBC is 
risking a writ from the newly 
defensive royals, if Letts’ as¬ 
sessment of the drama’s de¬ 
piction of one of Britain’s 
favourite daughters is accu¬ 
rate. 

The BBC, as one would ex¬ 
pect of it, is playing down the 
production’s potential for 
controversy, with spokesmen 
calling the play playful and 
poignant, a description some¬ 
what at odds with the summa¬ 
tion of The Spectator, which 
opined: “A script that breezily 
defames the royals ought to 
be great fun, but this cheer¬ 
less, overblown little play 


seems to have been created by 
political numbskulls for 
those of similar calibre.” 

The executive producers of 
the television version, Greg 
Brenman and Roanna Benn 
of the unfortunately named 
Drama Republic, clearly dis¬ 
agree. 

“We are delighted and ex¬ 
cited in equal measure that 
Mike Bartlett, one of 
Britain’s most gifted writers, 
and the visionary Rupert 
Goold (director) will reunite 
to bring their extraordinary 
theatre production to televi¬ 
sion. Alongside the BBC, we 
are as proud as anything to 
be the producers of this 
standout event.” 

Tim Pigott-Smith, who 
played Charles in the original 
stage version and returns to 
the role in the television 
adaptation, is also talking it 
up. 

He said: “It’s a drama about 
us, now, who we are, and the 
relevance of our monarchy. 
Television gives it an impor¬ 
tant democratic voice.” 

But television also gives 
drama a much louder voice 
than that which reaches to a 
far smaller audience in the 
West End and it will be inter¬ 
esting to see how fans of the 
royals take to Twitter after 
the 90-minute drama airs in 
the New Year.

Would-be doc sleeps 
rough for charity 


A WOULD-BE doctor is sleeping rough in Lon¬ 
don this Christmas to raise funds for homeless 
charity Crisis. 

James Beavis is spending a month on the 
streets of the capital and hopes to raise aware¬ 
ness of the increasing number of homeless peo¬ 
ple in London, as well as raising funds. 

This will be the second time James, 26, has 
taken on the challenge of sleeping rough, hav¬ 
ing spent a week over Christmas 2012 on the 
streets. He raised more than £28,000. 

This year he has extended the challenge to 
31 days but has said he is already finding it 
much harder, having been moved on several 
times and with temperatures dropping to 
around 2C at night. 

James - who is studying medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Aberdeen and hopes to become a doc¬ 
tor for charity - left home this month with a 
sleeping bag, a backpack of the bare essentials 
and no money. 

He is begging to pay for food and, while he 
has taken a mobile phone to keep supporters 
updated and promote his cause when he can 
afford to keep it charged, he plans to make no 
direct contact with family over the Christmas 
and New Year period. 

On why he decided to take on the challenge 
a second time, James said: “I’m doing it again 
as there is a lot more people on the streets since 
last time - the issue is getting worse. 

“While the government estimates that Lon¬ 
don now has more than 1,000 more rough sleep¬ 
ers than four years ago, charities estimate this 
as well over double that figure. 

“Crisis genuinely are a saviour at Christmas. 
When others spend time with their family, 
those with nothing or nobody to share Christ¬ 
mas with are at their most low. 

“Crisis does incredible work throughout the 
year but at Christmas they do something truly 
special. When other shelters close their doors, 
Crisis opens its arms, welcoming more than 
4,000 guests who have no home. 


“Not only do they of¬ 
fer kindness, warm 
food and somewhere to 
rest, they offer a route 
into longer-term sup¬ 
port for those who are 
being failed by the sys¬ 
tem. However, this 
comes at a cost and 
with your help we can 
make sure that every¬ 
one who needs support 
this Christmas can re¬ 
ceive it. 

“This time I’m doing 
it for a month. It’s 
much harder as temper¬ 
atures have been cold 
and my old spot has 
been removed. Sleeping on the street leaves 
you extremely vulnerable and I have been 
moved on from the safety of my spots. 

“Nights are pretty scary at the moment but 
hopefully I’ll find somewhere better soon. Ab¬ 
solute respect should be given to those who do 
this every night. I’m struggling already.”

UNDER THE WESTWAY 


Alan Brown, Westway Trust 
chairman, shares an adapted 
and extended version of his 
opening remarks from the or¬ 
ganisation's recent annual 
meeting. 

WESTWAY Trust's 2015 AGM was 
challenging to say the least, and 
at its heart it brought us face-to- 
face with deep frustration and 
sadness from parts of the com¬ 
munity that we had not under¬ 
stood, and reflected the needs 
and wants of people living and 
working here. As a charity, set up 
to benefit local people, hearing 
such discontent was extremely 
upsetting and concerning for all 
of us and inspired urgent action. 

We have spent the following 
year working more deeply with 
individuals and interested groups, 
our members and a small group 
from Westway 23, to better un¬ 
derstand what has gone wrong 
and how we can find a way to 
build a positive relationship. 

What is encouraging is that we 
have now opened up channels of 
communication with many more 
people. We are grateful to those 
who have spent time sharing 
their views, and hope you will 
agree that the proposals and de¬ 
cisions coming forward more re¬ 
cently reflect your feedback. But 
we are not complacent and we 
know we still have more to do. 

Going forward, we have set out 
a commitment that as our plans 
progress we will engage with 
people at the outset, and talk 
frankly and openly about the 
challenges we face, the choices 
we have to make and the oppor¬ 
tunities that lie ahead. We will 
look to work with and involve 
even more people in designing 
our spaces and initiatives. 

As well as the engagement 
work that has gone on, I want to 
highlight three specific areas 
where we have made headway. 

Immediately after last year's 
AGM I made it my personal mis¬ 
sion to enhance the diversity of 


Westway Trust's board and its 
connectivity with the local com¬ 
munity. We have made three ap¬ 
pointments this year - Angela 
Spence, who has worked in the 
area for more than 20 years and 
is chief executive of the Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea Social Council, 
local ward councillor Monica 
Press, and Sheraine Williams, a 
representative of Westway 23. All 
three have been assets to the 
board and have brought new and 
important perspectives. 

The second aspect I want to fo¬ 
cus on is the variety of cultural 
and artistic activities that have 
been organised with the commu¬ 
nity this year. We celebrated 50 
years of Notting Hill Carnival by 
supporting the London Notting 
Hill Carnival Enterprise Trust din¬ 
ner, Notting Hill Nurseries Carni¬ 
val and Carnival Pioneers. 

We also supported other sig¬ 
nificant local events including In- 
Transit, Portobello Live, Porto- 
bello Film Festival, Nour Festival 
of contemporary arts and culture 
from the Middle East and North 
Africa, and Grove Roots Revival. 
In addition, we helped produce 
the Portobello Summer Festival, 
the trust's 45th anniversary 
(which also commemorated the 
passing of the trust's first director, 
Anthony Perry) with Portobello 
Film Festival and local DJs, and at 
the beginning of December we 
worked with local traders, the 
council and local business people 
to promote the Portobello Winter 
Festival. 

Finally, and more recently, I am 
pleased we have reached an 
agreement with the North Kens¬ 
ington Community Stables CIC. 
After some creative thinking on 
both sides, we have both signed 
a document that sees them be¬ 
come our preferred community¬ 
riding partner. 

While these are good examples 
of progress, the team and I are 
well aware we are on a journey 
and there is still much more to do. 
Next year we will advance our en¬ 


gagement with the community 
at large to host more public fo¬ 
rum meetings outside of the 
AGM, involve more people in de¬ 
ciding what goes on under the 
motorway, and activate more of 
the spaces under the Westway. 
We also want to make tangible 
progress on tackling the impact 
of air pollution from the motor¬ 
way. 

It was important to hear from 
as many people as possible at the 
2016 AGM and members of the 
community raised some further 
issues with us. 

Some of them we will be able 
to respond to quickly, such as the 
criteria for membership of the 
trust and transparency of our 
complaints procedures. Others 
will need deeper examination 
such as issues of race and equal¬ 
ity, the call for more cultural and 
civic space on the estate, how we 
tackle the impact of poor air qual¬ 
ity locally and the shared concern 
about the future of trust land in 
relation to the planned Silchester 
Estate redevelopment. 

I'm glad these issues were 
raised - we take them seriously 
and commit to working on these 
matters. 

Some of our member organi¬ 
sations have said that they didn't 
feel there was space for them to 
speak about issues important to 
their own beneficiaries. Those 
who did speak at the AGM did so 
with a mandate but there are 
many wide-ranging views locally 
and we must ensure that a few 
voices do not dominate the con¬ 
versation. Together we have to 
find ways to engage with the 
widest possible diversity of ideas 
and opinions. 

The recent annual meeting was 
again challenging but productive. 
The team at Westway Trust are al¬ 
ready working hard to consider 
how best to respond to the con¬ 
cerns and priorities shared. We are 
committed to building on the 
progress that we have made so 
far.

KATE TEMPEST 

POET, playwright, rapper, writer, 
singer, spoken-word artist - Kate 
Tempest is many things to many peo¬ 
ple. 

At barely 30 years of age, she is 
already a prolific producer of con¬ 
tent, whether in the medium of 
music, theatre or the written word. 

Last year Tempest published her first 
novel, The Bricks That Built The Houses, 
and in 2016 she celebrated the runaway suc¬ 
cess of album number two, Let Them Eat 
Chaos. 

But the Brockley-born performer is cer¬ 
tainly no flip-flopper. Every one of her pro¬ 
jects to date has displayed a profound 
artistic maturity and a sense of striving. 

Like all truly great artists, she has the po¬ 
tential to expand her niche appeal to a mass 
audience, to change stubborn minds and 
open up ears to new thinking. 

At the heart of her ethic is a keen eye for 
the other; she absorbs the people around 
her and communicates a deep human empa¬ 
thy. 

Her majestic control of language bleeds 
into her everyday speech. Each sentence 
feels as carefully constructed as her finest 
poem. It exemplifies not a pretentious thirst 
for fancy but a personality perfectly attuned 
to the real world. 

It’s brought to life on the stark Europe Is 
Lost, one of the most arresting tracks on the 
new album. 

“Massacres, massacres, massacres, new 
shoes,” she spits, contrasting our fleeting 
distractions with the unimportant in the 
face of tragedies we can’t begin to under¬ 
stand. 

This is one of several characters that are 
introduced to the listener on Let Them Eat 
Chaos - a sprawling panoply of people 
brought to life simply through words and 
music. 

The bubbling anticipation around Kate 
Tempest is poised to boil over in 2017 thanks 
to the success of Let Them Eat Chaos - a 
sign-of-the-times record by a rapper with an 
eagle eye. 


SAVAGES 


EVEN though Savages are still relatively 
new on the scene, the Londoners have raced 
towards the top of their niche. 

Held up as feminist icons for today’s gen¬ 
eration, the four-piece have been touted 
among the most essential groups to emerge 
from the capital this side of the millennium. 

Combining crunching, industrial guitars 
and rumbling drums with singer Jehnny 
Beth’s explorative lyrics, the four-piece are 


JAMES BLAKE 


JAMES Blake was just 21 when he was 
thrust into the limelight, hailed from a young 
age as the UK’s next top talent. But 2016 was 
the year when he became a major player in 
the field. 

Blake’s wafer-thin songwriting style is 
delicate, tender and soothing, and his sultry 
tones wash over the airwaves like the ocean 
gently lapping at the shore. 

If it was a niche genre when Blake 
emerged with his self-titled debut album in 
201f this softly spoken, dreamy electronica 
is now firmly part of the mainstream. 

Incorporating elements of R&B and soul 
music too, Blake knits together a patchwork 
of influences to create something entirely 
original. His downbeat rhythms and melan¬ 
choly lyrics are now the staple fodder of 
sombre bedroom kids - and Blake, 28, is 
often labelled as morose. 

“It’s like the opposite of punk, isn’t it?” he 
quipped in an interview with The Guardian 
this year. “I got them all to shut up. I’ve sub¬ 
dued a generation. That will be my legacy.”

introspective and thoughtful while at the 
same time explosive, bursting with an ani¬ 
mal rage that brings an on-the-edge vitality 
to their music. 

It’s guttural, snarling and angry, with a 
sense of peace and purity at its core. 

Savages talk of “positive manipulations”, 
using music and words to “strike like light¬ 
ning” and striving to understand the “will 
and desires of the self”. 


They came together in 201f naming them¬ 
selves after the child savages that come to 
blows on the mysterious island in William 
Golding’s novel Lord Of The Flies. 

Within months they were gigging around 
London and bagged a support slot with 
indie rock band British Sea Power. 

A year later the BBC was tipping them in 
its Sound Of 2013 poll and all hell broke 
loose when their triumphant debut album 


Silence Yourself was released that spring. 
And they returned with a follow-up, Adore 
Life, in January this year - another frantic 
and beautiful affair. 

Determinedly poetic, the group’s music 
perfectly represents the search for clarity 
amid the fragmentations of modern life. 

Juxtaposing the title Adore Life with the 
defiant album art of a fist raised in the air is 
symbolic, says Beth. 

“It just shows that you can find joy and 
warmth and appreciation of life, and the de¬ 
sire to love and be loved, and all those 
things that don’t come that easy.”

The five years since Blake’s debut have 
seen him tinker with his sound while matur¬ 
ing into an artist fully in control of his own 
creativity. 

Working with the likes of Beyonce and 
Frank Ocean, he has even drawn critical 
praise from the notoriously hard-to-please 
Kanye West. 

Following the triumphant release of his 
third album, The Colour In Anything, this 
year, Blake can now count himself among 
the UK’s most successful musical exports. 

Despite their sombre tones and reflective 
gaze, his songs display an appreciation for 
many different cultures and communities. 

There’s a vibrancy about his music often 
missed by those caught up in the image of 
Blake as a doom-laden misery-monger. 

With a growing list of celebrity fans, 

Blake has positioned himself among pop roy¬ 
alty. There are no bounds to what he can 
achieve in 2017 and beyond. 


MICHAEL KIWANUKA 

MANY of the songs on Michael Kiwanuka’s 
second album Love & Hate were written as he 
wrestled with the creative demons of his own 
past. 

But emerging in the midst of 2016’s Brexit 
summer, they felt wrapped up entirely in the 
here and now. 

Exploring his own personal vulnerability 
as a black man “in a white world”, the 29- 
year-old Londoner captured the discord and 
confusion of a topsy-turvy year. 

It’s hard to tell whether Kiwanuka inad¬ 
vertently found his finger on the pulse or if 
he truly does have a gift for foresight. What 


is unquestionable about his songwriting, 
however, is its unflinching honesty. 

Love & Hate is a deeper, darker effort than 
his debut, 2012’s Home Again, which earned 
the Muswell Hill singer a nomination for the 
Mercury Prize. 


Out goes the sweet and summery acoustic 
chill, replaced by a more intense brand of 
soul infused with Kiwanuka’s poignant and 
confessional lyrics. 

Songs like Father’s Child, Place I Belong 
and this summer’s radio mainstay Black 
Man In A White World are indicative of the 
struggle for identity and individuality in a 
confused society. 

The singer had previously spoken of his 
temptation to give up music after going 
through a creative 
dry spell after the ac¬ 
claim for his debut. 

But he says it was 
this determination to 
dig deeper and face 
up to his demons that 
drove him to com¬ 
plete Love & Hate. 

The self-effacing 
Kiwanuka, whose 
maturity belies his 
relative inexperience, 
lists honesty, emotion 
and vulnerability 
among the key ele¬ 
ments of a great song. 

And they’re found 
in abundance on the 
album, which harks 
back to the soulful 
sounds of Bill With¬ 
ers while retaining a 
chart-friendly cur¬ 
rency. 

In 2017 Kiwanuka 
is well placed to be¬ 
come an unlikely 
voice-of-his-genera- 
tion figure at a time 
of great political up¬ 
heaval. 


THE INVISIBLE 

LIFE on the road is usually portrayed as a 
thrill-a-minute ride without pause for breath. 
The last few years, however, have been a very 
different experience for The Invisible. 

For a time it seemed as though obstacle 
after obstacle would prevent the South Lon¬ 
don trio from ever making their return. 

The band’s own creative endeavour has 
certainly slowed them down - each member 
has their hand in at least one other musical 
pie - but personal tragedy and even a near¬ 
death experience threatened to put a stopper 
in the story. 

Singer Dave Okumu spent several years 
coming to terms with the passing of his 
mother - and the guts of that experience 
steered the band’s second album, Rispah, in 
a darker direction. 

But the long-awaited follow-up, Patience, 
released this year, has been characterised as 
Okumu’s rebirth in the wake of the loss. 

It nearly didn’t happen at all, however. 
The singer suffered a severe electric shock 
while on stage in Lagos, Nigeria, in 2012. 

The current charging through his bones 
was so powerful that Okumu recalled loved 
ones flashing before his eyes. 

Seven years on from their 2009 debut - a 
little-known masterpiece - and the trio have 
reached a new zenith. Patience is far more 
celebratory than anything they have done 
before. 

Featuring cameos from Anna Calvi, Con- 
nan Mockasin and Rosie Lowe, it’s an un¬ 
doubted triumph showing off the band’s 
guile and dexterity alongside Okumu’s lush 
vocals. 

After their long period away, Patience 
marks a new beginning for The Invisible - 
and perhaps a creative kick-start for the 
band’s enigmatic frontman. 

“I believe that we’re all original thinkers,” 
says Okumu. “If you’re allowed to pursue 
your own creative path, you will be origi¬ 
nal.”

John gives pal’s son 
Christmas gift of life

MEDICS at Hammersmith Hos¬ 
pital helped a father give his son 
the ultimate Christmas gift - a 
new kidney. 

Doctors carried out the life¬ 
saving transplant surgery on 
Henry Cutting after his father’s 
oldest friend stepped up to do¬ 
nate a kidney of his own. 

Hero grandfather John Pugh, 
65, courageously offered to help 
when his friend of more than 30 
years, Keith Cutting, revealed 
the full extent of his son’s irre¬ 
versible health condition. 

John then became a living 
donor - and his first act was to 
help save 20-year-old Henry’s 
life. He underwent a two-hour 
operation at the hospital in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush - and the procedure 
has given Henry the chance to 
lead a normal life. 

John, of Weston-Super-Mare 
in North Somerset, said: “When 
I heard about Henry’s health I 
knew then I wanted to do some¬ 
thing to help. 

“This is a chance for me to do 
something for Henry that will be 
of great benefit for him and 


change his life. He will no 
longer have to have kidney dial¬ 
ysis three times a week and 
should be able to live a normal, 
healthy life.” 

Henry, a trainee chef who 
lives in Chorleywood, Hertford¬ 
shire, was diagnosed with a form 


of chronic kidney disease in 
2014. The condition has caused 
irreversible damage to the filter¬ 
ing function of his kidneys. 

In March, doctors told him his 
kidney function had started to 
deteriorate further and that a 
transplant was the only option. 


It will take John around 12 
weeks to recover from the 
surgery - but Henry faces a 
much longer journey of rehabil¬ 
itation. However, experts say the 
success rate of the operation is 
good and there is a 93 per cent 
chance that John’s kidney will 
function well in Henry. 

Keith - Henry’s father, who 
first met John when the pair 
were students in Cardiff in the 
1980s - said the transplant was 
the best Christmas present 
Henry could ever have. 

“It is impossible for us to put 
into words how grateful we as a 
family are to John,” said Keith. 
“He is giving Henry the gift of 
life.” 

John was inspired to become 
a living donor by the death of 
17-year-old Fiona Braidwood. 
She died after suffering serious 
injuries in a car crash in Ban- 
well, North Somerset, this year. 

Fiona had signed up to be an 
organ donor. Several of her or¬ 
gans were later used to help oth¬ 
ers. 

Henry said he hopes to return 
to playing rugby after the opera¬ 
tion and thanked John for his 
generosity.

SMEs shouldn’t have 
to wait what seems a 
millennium for cash 



AMID the headline-grab¬ 
bing furore surrounding 
our exit from the European 
Union, the government an¬ 
nounced a positive move 
that will help make sure 
small and medium-sized 
business get paid. 

For thousands of years 
society has been built on 
the premise that if you do a 
job for someone, or sell 
them something, the trans¬ 
action is completed with a 
payment. However, for 
some modern SME busi¬ 
nesses, their wait for pay¬ 
ment feels like a 
millennium. 

According to the Federa¬ 
tion of Small Businesses, 
the overall level of late pay¬ 
ment owed to SMEs stood, 
last summer, at some 
£26.8 billion, with, on aver¬ 
age, 30 per cent of all pay¬ 
ments arriving late in 
firms’ accounts. 

I agree with FSB national 
chairman Mike Cherry 
who said that we have a 
business culture that feels 
like one where it is OK to 
pay small firms late. 

The FSB reckons that 
50,000 business deaths 
could be avoided every 
year if that culture was 
changed, which would add 
£2.5 billion to the British 
economy. 

To try to recover money 
owed to small firms, and 
boost the economy, the gov¬ 
ernment has announced 
draft regulations that will 
see large firms and limited 
liability partnerships re¬ 
quired to publicly report, 
twice yearly, on their pay¬ 
ment practices and perfor¬ 
mance. 

This will include the av¬ 
erage time taken to pay 
supplier invoices. While I 
generally welcome this 
move, I wonder whether 
there will be an exemption 
for the country’s many 
small LLPs as most will fall 
into the SME bracket that 
the government is trying to 
help. 

If not, it will just create 
more red tape and form-fill¬ 
ing for these small busi¬ 
nesses, which are things 
the government has 
promised to crack down on. 

Before the formation of 
the current post-referen¬ 


dum government, former 
business minister Sajid 
Javid announced the Enter¬ 
prise Bill, which laid out a 
strategy for helping new 
and growing UK firms. 

This included a reitera¬ 
tion of the government’s 
pledge to cut £10 billion in 
red tape by taking an axe to 
regulation and clamping 
down on independent regu¬ 
lators, which just add to bu¬ 
reaucracy. I just hope this 
requirement on LLPs does¬ 
n’t fly in the face of that 
commitment. 

That said, these regula¬ 
tions are a step towards 
making large firms think 
twice about what is essen¬ 
tially withholding payment 
from those who have pro¬ 
vided products and services 
in good faith. 

The government believes 
that it will put a spotlight 
on bad practice and lead to 
improved standards. I hope 
they are right but it’s likely 
that, unless the regulations 
have any teeth, large busi¬ 
nesses, which are often a 
law unto themselves, will 
carry on regardless and 
apologise for their indiscre¬ 
tions when required. 

In the same way the nam¬ 
ing and shaming of firms 
that have failed to pay the 
Minimum Wage has proven 
ta successful move for the 
government, the late-pay- 
ment regulations have sim¬ 
ilar potential. 

The only difference is 
that the Minimum Wage of¬ 
fenders have tended to be 
small firms, which are less 
resilient to public pressure 
than big companies. 

A system of hefty penal¬ 
ties should be introduced to 
hit big firms in the pocket 
and use the proceeds to 
give start-up grants to boost 
our small business commu¬ 
nity. 

That would be a worth¬ 
while task to hand to who¬ 
ever lands the role of the 
government’s small busi¬ 
ness adviser from autumn 
next year, making sure 
SMEs get a paid for the 
hard work they put in 
every day.

The seasoned performers bring all of the 
elements which a good old-fashioned panto 
should have, and create a colourful and vi¬ 
brant show that will leave guests of all ages 
tittering in appreciation. 

Apart from the must-have fairytale es¬ 
sentials, there are high levels of camp and 
innuendo expertly imparted by panto stal¬ 
warts Julian Clary and Paul O’Grady.

Nigel Havers conversely makes the most 
of his limited stage time in an extremely 
appealing performance as the Lord Cham¬ 
berlain. 

The heartwarming fairytale is really 
brought to life, however, through the lov¬ 
able Paul Zerdin as Buttons who - whether 
with his puppet companion Sam or when 
simply engaging the younger members of 
the audience on his own - pitches the gags 
at just the right level.

cloud of glitter to ensure the story takes the 
right path. 

There are local references - with an 
abundance of naughty Soho comments - 
and plenty for musical fans thrown in, in¬ 
cluding nods to the leading pair’s previous 
West End accomplishments. 

An abundance of awe-inspiring stage ef¬ 
fects, along with Andrew Wright’s mes¬ 
merising choreography, result in a 
mirth-filled and colourful production 
which is skillfully executed. 

It does miss out on leaving audiences 
skipping down the street by omitting the 
classic finale and instead rushing to the 
curtain call, but this is a minor misgiving 
in an otherwise excellent show. 

Cinderella provides a fabulously over- 
the-top and energetic evening at the theatre 
for the family. 

The show is fun and something which in 
these continuingly gloomy times brings a 
much-needed lift to the soul.

(TEMPORARY PROHIBITION OF TRAFFIC) ORDER 2016 

1. Transport for London having consulted the City of London hereby gives notice 
that it has made the above named Traffic Order under section 14( I), (5), (7) and 
15(2) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and is satisfied that these works 
will last in excess of 18 months for the purpose specified in paragraph 2. The 
effect of the Order is summarised in paragraph 3. 

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable Thames Tideway construction works to 
take place at A32 I I Victoria Embankment. 

3. The effect of the Order will be to prohibit any: 

(1) vehicle from entering, exiting or proceeding on the A32 I I Victoria 
Embankment northern slip road connecting the eastbound carriageway of 
the A32 I I Victoria Embankment with the A201 New Bridge Street; 

(2) vehicle from entering, exiting or proceeding or in the gap in the teardrop 
traffic island separating the northbound and southbound carriageways of 
the A201 New Bridge Street situated between a point 4 metres north of 
the extended northern kerb-line of Blackfriars passage and a point 
opposite the A32 I I Victoria Embankment northern slip road connecting 
the eastbound carriageway of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment with the 
A201 New Bridge Street; 

(3) vehicle from entering, exiting or proceeding on bi-directional cycle track 
on the A32 I I Victoria Embankment southern slip road and the southern 
side of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment between its junction with the 
A201 New Bridge Street and a point opposite the extended eastern kerb¬ 
line of Temple Avenue; 

(4) vehicle, except pedal cycles, from entering, exiting, proceeding or 
stopping on the temporary bi-directional cycle track at the northern side 
of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment northern slip road connecting the 
eastbound carriageway of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment with the A201 
New Bridge Street between its junctions with the A201 New Bridge Street 
and the extended eastern kerb-line of Temple Avenue; 

(5) any pedal cycle proceeding in an easterly direction on the temporary bi¬ 
directional cycle track at the northern side of the A32 I I Victoria 
Embankment northern slip road connecting the eastbound carriageway of 
the A32 I I Victoria Embankment with the A201 New Bridge Street 
between its junctions with the A201 New Bridge Street and the extended 
eastern kerb-line of Temple Avenue upon reaching its junction with New 
Bridge Street from proceeding in any direction except left onto the bi¬ 
directional cycle track on the A201 New Bridge Street towards Ludgate 
Hill or right onto the bi-directional cycle track on the A201 New Bridge 
Street towards Blackfriars Bridge; 

(6) vehicle from proceeding in any direction other than eastwards on the 
main traffic carriageway of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment northern slip 
road connecting the eastbound carriageway of the A32 I I Victoria 
Embankment with the A201 New Bridge Street; 

(7) pedestrian from entering, exiting or proceeding on the footway at the 
southern side of the A32 I I Victoria Embankment southern slip road and 
the A32 I I Victoria Embankment between its junction with the A201 New 
Bridge Street and a point opposite the extended eastern kerb-line of 
Temple Avenue.

under new manager Ian Hol¬ 
loway leave Queens Park 
Rangers precariously perc¬ 
hed just three points above 
the relegation zone going in 
to the hectic holiday period. 

“Things aren’t going for 
us - this level is so tough, you 
get punished,” said Holloway 
after Aston Villa had QPR for 
Sunday lunch in front of the 
television cameras following 
Derby County’s midweek 
ram-raid in Shepherd’s Bush. 

“Everything we try, every¬ 
thing we do - we’re getting 
better. And then we get a big 
punch. 

“Two games in a row now. 
Did we deserve that? No, I 
don’t think we did.” 

You have to wonder what 
more Holloway can do to 
turn fortunes around in W12. 
In his six matches since re¬ 
turning to Loftus Road, he 
has constantly changed play¬ 
ers, tweaked tactics and team 
formations but is still wait¬ 
ing to add to his homecoming 
victory against Norwich 
City. 

He has started 16 different 
players and tried four others 
from the subs’ bench. 

Of the rest of the first-team 
squad regulars, only the in¬ 
jured Steven Caulker, Ariel 
Borysiuk, Nasser El Khayati 
and second-choice goal¬ 
keeper Matt Ingram have not 
yet featured under Ollie. 

Holloway continues to re¬ 
main publicly upbeat - “I 
couldn’t have asked for much 
more from the lads, they gave 
me everything” - but, deep 
down, even this passionate 
believer must doubt whether 
the squad he inherited from 
Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink 
has much, if anything, more 
to offer. 

Tim Sherwood, who has 
been linked with the man¬ 
ager’s job the last few times it 
has been up for grabs in this 
corner of West London, sug¬ 
gested as much when he 
watched Sunday’s 1-0 defeat 
by Villa, the club he failed to 
keep in the Premier League, 
from the luxury of the Sky 
pundit’s chair. 

But you don’t need Sher¬ 
wood or any coach with a 


UEFA A-licence to pinpoint 
Rangers’ biggest problem. 

“There were plenty of pos¬ 
itives. We pressed, we closed, 
we competed well but we 
need to start scoring,” said 
Holloway after his side failed 
to locate the net for the third 
successive game and the 
fourth match in five. 

Apart from four penalties - 
three converted by Tjaronn 
Chery and one by Sebastian 
Polter - and a Chery free- 
kick that earned a home 
draw with Blackburn Rovers, 
Rangers have scored only 12 
other goals from open play in 
22 league matches. 

They have managed a mea¬ 
gre four in their last nine out¬ 
ings - the lowest in the 
Championship bar second- 
bottom Wigan Athletic - and 
no-one has lost his creative 
zest more than Dutchman 
Chery. 

“That’s no goals in three 
games and that’s got to 
change,” Holloway said. 
“We’ve tried different forma¬ 
tions and players. We’ve got 
to be stronger than we are.” 

And where would QPR be 
now if goalkeeper Alex 
Smithies, arguably the club’s 
most prized playing asset, 
had not saved five of the last 
seven penalties faced? 

Smithies kept his side in it 
on Sunday when he dived 
low to his left at The Loft end 
to push away Jonathan Kod- 
jia’s first-half spot-kick. 

Early in the second half, 
the yellow-shirted No 1 got 
his sleeves dirty when at full 
stretch to deny Leandro Ba- 
cuna’s low drive. 

Holloway said: “The save 
from Alex should’ve given us 
the impetus. It was a brilliant 
save. We got a little bit deeper 
than I’d have liked. And in 
the box we didn’t make it 
count.” 

Rangers failed to muster a 
single shot on target. In the 
end, even the usually depend¬ 
able Smithies was culpable. 

Although Kodjia struck his 
75th-minute winner with 
some venom, no keeper 
should accept being beaten at 
his near post. 

One positive was the re¬ 
turn of Jamie Mackie, who 
came off the bench with 12 
minutes or so left to play for 
his first appearance after 
eight months out with an 
ankle injury. 


“I thought Mackie came on 
and helped,” said Holloway. 
“He made a difference with 
his positivity. He gave us a 
spark.” 

There are more cynical 
adult QPR fans who believe 
in Father Christmas than ex¬ 
pect their team to get any¬ 
thing from the daunting visit 
to second-placed Brighton & 
Hove Albion next Tuesday 
(December 27,12.30pm). 

The high-flying Seagulls 
have the meanest defence in 
the second tier, conceding 


just 14 goals in 22 games, and 
are bidding to extend their 
unbeaten run to 17 matches 
dating back to September 10. 

Hoops bring down the cur¬ 
tain on a dismal year when 
they go to Wolverhampton 
Wanderers on Saturday, De¬ 
cember 31 and begin 2017 
with a couple of home 
games - against Ipswich 
Town (Monday, January 2) 
and in the FA Cup third 
round against Blackburn 
Rovers (January 7).

Willian: Why Oscar’s off 

WITH Oscar leaving Chelsea in the January transfer window to ac¬ 
cept a lucrative £250,000-a-week offer to play in China, has the fact 
Blues are top of the league changed Antonio Conte's mind about 
what he would like to do next month in terms of bringing players 
in? 

Real Madrid's Colombian striker James Rodriguez is a reported 
£60 million target to replace attacking Brazilian midfielder Oscar, 
who is expected to join Shanghai SIPG for £60 million in the new 
year. 

Conte reverted to the company line: "We must be very pleased 
for the achievements we have made now," he said. "But also, I'm 
happy to play with these players and squad. It's logical that I have 
to speak with my club, to try to arrive at a solution to be in a good 
position at the end of the season. 

"I don't know what will happen in January - in this case it's im¬ 
portant to talk with my club. We have a fantastic relationship. I have 
my idea and I prefer to tell the club." 

Oscar's Brazil team-mate Willian has revealed the reason why 
Oscar is exiting SW6 - and it's not a surprise. 

Willian, 28, said after Saturday's win:"Oscar has already said 
goodbye. A good friend who goes away but we wish the best for 
him and his family as well. We know that the career of a player is 
short, it ends quickly, so when that opportunity (for financial secu¬ 
rity) comes, we have to think about our family." 

The 25-year-old Oscar was signed by Chelsea from Brazil's Inter- 
nacional in July 2012 for almost £20 million. He played 147 games 
for the West Londoners, scoring 38 goals. 

• SKIPPER John Terry is mulling over the prospect of following 
Oscar to the Far East by ending his Chelsea career with a move to 
China. Terry, 36, signed as a trainee for Blues in August 1997 but is 
out of contract at the end of the season. The club have confirmed 
that no talks about an extension of his playing contract have taken 
place and will not until closer to the end of the season, if at all. 

Meanwhile, Terry is free to talk to other clubs in January. If he de¬ 
cides to continue playing, Chinese Super League side Shanghai 
Shenhua, who are managed by ex-Blue Gustavo Poyet, will be his 
destination. Terry would earn close to £175,000 a week in China. 

• CHELSEA'S under-23 development squad suffered their first de¬ 
feat in eight games, losing 1 -0 to Dinamo Zagreb on Friday - and 
now their progression in the Premier League International Cup is in 
doubt. 

Blues remain third in Group D and must beat Swansea City at 
Aldershot on Thursday (7.05pm) - and hope Zagreb drop points 
against Dutch side Feyenoord - to have any chance of finishing top 
of the group, from which only the winners continue in the tourna¬ 
ment. Filip Mihaljevic's header was the difference in Friday's match 
at Aldershot.

Michy ready to replace Costa 


Blues are ripe for new record against Cherries 


This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE

MICHY Batshuayi has the unenviable 
task of replacing goal-scoring machine 
Diego Costa against AFC Bournemouth 
on Boxing Day (3pm), when Blues go in 
search of a club-record 12th league win 
on the spin. 

Talismanic hitman Costa picked up his 
fifth booking of the season in Saturday’s 
1-0 victory at Crystal Palace and misses 
one match - the Premier Legue game 
against the Cherries - through suspen¬ 
sion. 

But the Premier League’s top marks¬ 
man more than made amends by scoring 
his 13th league goal of the season in the 
win at Selhurst Park, where the visitors 
extended their lead at the top of the table. 
The gap became seven points after 
Manchester City beat Arsenal on Sunday 
to reclaim second spot, ahead of last 
night’s Merseyside derby. 

Belgian Batshuayi, 23, has waited for 
his chance to impress the Chelsea faith¬ 
ful since his £34 million summer move 
from French side Marseille. 

He has had just four outings this term, 
scoring three goals - one in the 2-1 league 
win at Watford and a brace in the 3-2 
home League Cup success against Bristol 
Rovers. 

But Nemanja Matic believes that the 
striker has earned the right to replace 
Costa and, more importantly, he is ready 
to face the Cherries. 

The Serbia midfielder, 28, said: “When 
you have Diego Costa in the team it is 
very hard to get a chance because he is 
playing so well and scoring goals. I’m 
sure that Michy is ready to take his op¬ 
portunity because he is working hard 
every day. He is a good man. We won’t 


have Diego against Bournemouth but I 
hope Michy will be the man to decide the 
game for us.” 

Head coach Antonio Conte is meticu¬ 
lous in his preparations for matches and 
Costa had been playing with a fifth book¬ 
ing hanging over his head for weeks be¬ 
fore finally succumbing to a yellow card 
for a needless first-half hack from behind 
on Palace’s Joe Ledley. 

So had the Chelsea boss put on train¬ 
ing sessions with just Batshuayi up front 
and Costa sitting out, to pre-empt his in¬ 
evitable suspension? Matic was not in 
the mood to give away any trade secrets. 

“I can’t say what we are doing in train¬ 
ing,” he said. “This is a question for the 
coach.” 

But he did say: “Everyone is prepared 
to play. But it is up to the coach to decide 
who will play on the day of the game. Ev¬ 
eryone works hard like they’re going to 
play, so this is normal in football.” 

Matic is confident Batshuayi has 
plenty to offer. He said: “He is a great 
striker, for sure, that is why Chelsea 
bought him. I’m sure if he gets a chance 
in the next game, he’ll take it.” 

He also believes Batshuayi has learned 
from watching the Brazil-born Spain 
striker from the bench. 

“Of course,” he said. “It was the same 
with me seven years ago. It was very 
good for me to see how (Frank) Lampard 
played, how (Michael) Ballack and 
Michael Essien played. So it is good for 
him and a good experience for him to see 
Diego’s movement. He will have learned 
from watching and playing with Diego 
(in training). He is going to be better be¬ 
cause of this.” 

Conte, however, is insisting that Bat¬ 
shuayi still needs to adapt to the pace 
and strength of the Premier League, so 
there is a possibility that the Italian boss 
might opt for a false number nine, with 
Eden Hazard or Pedro getting the nod to 
replace Costa against Bournemouth. 

Conte comes across as a calm but pas¬ 
sionate man when talking about his 


side - but you can sense, just beneath the 
surface, he wants to jump up and down 
and shout out his delight at the pole po¬ 
sition in which he has placed his 
charges. 

So what impresses him most about the 
team he took over in the summer, still 
reeling from the shambles of last season 
which saw Blues end their title defence 
in 10th place? 

He said: “I think that now I see a 
strong mentally in my players. To go to 
Selhurst Park and play against a physi¬ 
cal Crystal Palace and have the right be¬ 
haviour and find the way to win, to fight 
in the same way as Crystal Palace, is not 
simple. 

“We have a great team, great players, 
but you can see talented players who 
have great commitment. They are 
putting their talents into the team. That 
is fantastic for me but also for the fans to 
see that commitment, the will to fight for 
every ball.” 

Of the 11 consecutive league wins since 
defeat at Arsenal on September 24, nine 
have seen clean sheets. 

“Nine clean sheets is fantastic, as it’s 
not easy,” Conte said. “It’s difficult not to 
concede in this league - the opponent al¬ 
ways has the possibility to score a goal, 
whether it’s from a corner, throw-in or 
free-kick. 

“But on Saturday I think we should 
have scored more than the single goal. So 
we have a bit to improve on.” 

Conte reveals that he was considering 
changing the team’s formation to a back 
three long before the successive defeats 
to Arsenal and Liverpool in September 
but felt the players were not prepared for 
it. 

“I think after the defeat against Liver¬ 
pool and also Arsenal, I changed some¬ 
thing, in me, in my players and in my 
club,” he said. 

“We understood the way to go, to have 
a different season compared to last sea¬ 
son. It was different and for this reason 
we found the right solution to improve 


the quality of the work, in all aspects, tac¬ 
tical and physical. I’m pleased for this. 

“After those two bad games, we 
changed a lot - me, I changed it. 

“I like to win but we deserved the two 
bad defeats. We tried to find the right so¬ 
lution on the pitch and off it. We ex¬ 
plained to the players that we all 
deserved better than last season.” 

At what point did Conte decide to 
change from a back four? 

“In my mind, before the game against 
Liverpool,” he said. “I understood that 
our formation was not good to face Liv¬ 
erpool on the tactical aspect - and we 
paid the price. So against Arsenal, then I 
decided to change. We are playing with 
three central-defenders now. I don’t think 
in the history of Chelsea we have done 
this. 

“To change it totally is not easy. You 
must go slowly and put your ideas 
(across). In the games before Liverpool, 
there was the will to change but I waited 
for the right moment.” 

So why not change it after the Liver¬ 
pool game, which they lost 2-1 at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge? Conte revealed a chink in 
his tactical armour by revealing he was 
hoping performances would improve 
rather than ensuring they would. 

“We always hoped not to put a great 
change in the team. I had players that 
have only (ever) played with four at the 
back,” he said. 

Costa is not the only Chelsea regular 
ruled out of the Boxing Day game with 
Bournemouth. Midfield destroyer N’Golo 
Kante is also suspended for receiving his 
fifth yellow card, against Palace. 

Will the banned pair be spending 
Christmas Day with their families rather 
than with the squad, as they won’t be 
playing the following day? 

“No, they won’t,” said Costa. “On the 
25th we stay together - it’s a normal sit¬ 
uation before a game. We will have din¬ 
ner in the hotel at 9pm and then sleep. 
Then we play the game and I hope we 
continue to win.” 



‘Dominant’ 
Fulham end 
Derby’s run 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


PERHAPS it is a measure of 
Fulham's steady progress under 
Slavisa Jokanovic this season 
that he felt disappointed to 
only draw with the 
Championship's in-form team, 
who arrived at Craven Cottage 
on Saturday looking for their 
eighth straight win. 

"I cannot be completely 
satisfied," said the head coach 
after seeing his side held 2-2 by 
Derby County, who had not 
conceded in their previous five 
matches. 

Even though the draw leaves 
Fulham three points behind the 
Rams and four off the play-off 
places, Jokanovic lamented the 
fact his side have dropped 11 
points from winning positions. 
Had they held on to all of those 
leads, Fulham would now be 
third in the table, behind 
Newcastle United and Brighton 
& Hove Albion, instead of 
edging up to ninth. 

"My team offered many 
interesting things but we paid a 
very expensive price after some 
mistakes. They didn't put us 
under stress and scored two 
goals so easily,"said the Serb. 

"We played all the football, 
we were the dominant team, 
we created many chances and 
scored two goals but it wasn't 
enough to win this game. 

"It's not the first time, and we 
need to think about this 
problem and try to improve 
ourselves, to be more solid and 
competitive." 

Tom Ince put Derby ahead 
against the run of play in the 
34th minute but any ideas the 
visitors had of gaining their first 
win at the Cottage since Brian 
Clough's side managed a 1 -0 
victory there in April 1969 were 
soon dashed. 

Whites levelled in time 
added on at the end of the first 
half thanks to Floyd Ayite's 
fourth goal in three games, a 
simple tap-in following a neat 
cross from Ryan Federicks. On 
the hour, Stefan Johansen gave 
Fulham a deserved lead with 
his fourth goal in four matches, 
although his shot was diverted 
into the corner of the net via 
the swinging boot of Derby 
defender Alex Pearce. 

But with Rams heading for 
their first defeat since October 
22, Pearce was left alone on the 
edge of the six-yard box to 
head the equaliser with 15 
minutes left. 

With Chris Martin ineligible 
against his parent club, 
Jokanovic opted to play minus 
an out-and-out striker. "We 
went with Floyd Ayite and Sone 
Aluko in this area," he said. 
"Floyd scored the goal, we 
created many, many chances 
and we offered the better 
football. My side must be 
clinical after their mistakes, and 
this was the situation that we 
found today in the game. But I 
can be satisfied that we played 
very good football." 

Fulham, who have lost just 
twice in 11 games, were denied 
a deserved win when Lucas 
Piazon's late free-kick rattled 
the bar. 

One major blow was the 
early departure of centre-back 
Tomas Kalas, who will at least 
miss the remainder of 2016 
with a hamstring injury. 

On the plus side, 19-year-old 
striker Stephen Humphrys, top 
scorer for the PL2 Development 
team, came on for his first-team 
debut with seven minutes left. 

Whites face two successive 
away games over the holiday 
period, at Ipswich Town on 
Boxing Day (3pm) followed by 
Reading on December 30.
